Mr. B c rt, from the Committee on Enrollm ent, 
reported correctly enrolled Senate Bill No. 56 
I President pro tora. Baker in the chair.] 
Mr. T raylor, from the Committee on Claims, re­ 
ported back bills w iih the following recommenda­ 
tions : 
Senate Bill No. 316—An Act to pay the 
holders of certain Indian war bonds out of any 
money appropriate d by Congress now in the State 
Treasury—passage : Senate bilí No. 443—An Act to 
provide for the u’lowance of the claim of D. B.

Mr R o w e l l , from th e Committee o n Hospitals, 
reported back favorably a subctitutc f o r Senate Bill 
No. 284—An Act to amend an Act entitled an Act 
to protect public health from infection caused by 
exhum ation and removal of the remains of deceased 
persons. 
Mr. T ra y lo r offered a esolution fixing the pay of 
th e clerk of the Committee 011 Claims at 85 per 
day.

g o v e r n o r ’s m e s s a g e . 
A message was received from tha Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of Senate Bill No. 56—An 
I Act to amend Section 751 of the Political Code, 
relative to Deputy Clerks of the Supreme Court. 


INTRODUCTION O F BILLS. 
Bills were introduced, read a first tim e at length 
and referred as follows : 
By Mr. W endell —An Act to provide for the 
future management of the Insane Asylums of the 
State. 
Committee 011 Public Buil lings'. 
By Mr. B ro w n—An Act to provide for the irriga­ 
tion, druiuage and debris investigation. 
[Appro­ 
priates $50,000.] Committee on irrigation, W ater 
Rights and Drainage. 
By Mr. > ye—An Act to amend Sections 3467 and 
3463i f the Civil Code, relating to assignments for 
the benefit of creditors. 
Committee on Judiciary. 
Bv Mr. Sears (bv request)—An Act to authorize 
the collectors, attorneys and other persons charged 
with the collection of del nquent taxes to rebate, 
under certain circumstances, the interest thereon 
accrued. Committee on Judiciary. 


SECOND READING. 
The Senate took up the second reading file as fol­ 
lows : 
Assembly Bill No. 75—An Act entitled an Act to 
lim it and regulate the sale of mining and other 
stocks <by Mr. Gorley)—was taken up. 
Mr. E n o s m o v e d a c a ll of the Senate. 
The call was ordered, and on moti n of Mr. 
Brown, further proceedings under the call were dis­ 
pensed with. 
The question came up on the am endm ent of the 
Committee on Corporations to Section 4, allowing 
brokers to sell the stock of their custom ers after 
due notice. 
Mr. E nos strongly opposed the am endm ent, hold­ 
ing that it simply put it back where it stood in the 
old law, and destroyed one of the most valuable 
features of the bill. 
He urged the friends of the 
bill to stand up to it. 
Mr. T r a y l o r defended the amendment, and urged 
th at it was necessary in order to allow owners of 
stock to sell through an agent. 
If it was the intent 
to strike only the mining corporations let them say 
s o ; but this bill W'ould reach the stock in every cor- 
jioration, and would work an injury. 
^ 
Mr. Co n g e r opposed the am endm ent, taking the 
same position as on Wednesday night last. 
The debate, in fact, covered the same ground as 
heretofore. 
Mr. Conger offered a substitute for the sec­ 
tion, providing th at brokers shall not.sell stock 
w ithout one day’s notice in writing to the owner. 
Mr. S a t t k r w hits opposed all of the amendments, 
and urged the friends of the bill to stand by it as it 
is. 
If this am endm ent was adopted he would vote 
against the bill. 
Mr. W e s t was opposed to all of the amendments 
of the committee. 
He believed th at they would de­ 
stroy the bill, 
lie favored having it apply to the 
stocks of all corporations. 
Mr. C iia s e deprecated any further speeches upon 
this subject. 
The ground bad already been gone 
over several times. 
He hoped the Senate would 
come to a vote. 
Mr. Sbars spoke in favor of the am endm ent of­ 
fered by the committee. He held th at the bill w ith­ 
out the am endm ents was simply to stop the business 
of dealing in stocks. 
The am endm ents proposed to 
regulate th at business. 
Mr. Kanb opposed the bill on general principles 
It was a bill in behalf of a few stock sharps in San 
Francisco. 
It was to shut out the •* small fn ’" for 
the benefit of the heavy dealers. 
His constituents 
were opposed to the bill, and he would carry out 
their wishes. 
. 
Mr. Conger again spoke at length in favor of his 
substitute and against stock gam bling generally. 
Mr. Watson would favor the committee’s a • end- 
m ent first and then the substitute offered by Mr. 
Conger. The bill as it stood would work a great in­ 
jury. 
He was inclined to agree with Senator Kane 
about the effect of thetbill on the small dealers. He 
believed th a t the sol: of mining st.ck s was a benefit 
to the 8tate. 
Mr. C orm a.': favored the bill. The great trouble 


w ith the stock business was buying on margins. 
Th s bill was intended, to lim it th at evil, and it 
would cn a jrreat way in that direction. 
Pending the rem arks of the Senator the hour of 
recess arrived. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Senate reassembled at 1:30 r. M., Preside, t 
Mansfield in »be chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
Mr. Gorman resumed his speech on th e m ining 
bill. lie held th at the profitajmia-j «*11 the farms were 
sunk in the mining assessments. 
The mining stock 
business was.a detrim ent to the State. This bill was 
no: to injure the miners, but to regulate the kid- 
glove stock brokers, 
stock gambling ought to be 
prohibited as well as other gam hlirg. 
Other 
gambling affected only the ndividua’.-, while stock 
gam bling tffecied the whole people. 
He hoped the 
friends of good governm ent would stand by the bill 
ad it. came from the Assembly. 
Mr. D a v is said that he did not see why men who 
engaged in buying and selling stocks should be held 
to bo gam blers any more than any mam who iu- 
vusted his money in any other business. 
He be­ 
lieved that evils existed in connection with the sale 
of mining siocks, b u t the trouble was in an undue 
desire among the people to speculate, not only in 
stocks, but in every other direction. 
Mr. Rowell held th at the Constitution required 
the Legislature to pass laws to prohibit the buying 
ut stocks on margin, 
lie opposed th e amendments. 
Stock operations, aa they had been conduct* tJ, were 
not legitim ate business’ transactions, and ought to 
bo discouraged. 
The bill, if properly amended, 
would have a good effect and tend L«> tu rn money 
into its proper channels. 
Ho would, at the proper 
tim e, move to am end the section so a? to inner , 
“ and upon the paj m eat of agreed commissions and 
interest deliver up the stock purchased for him .’’ 
Mr. DICKINSON held th a t the Constitution did not 
require tit t .e hands of the Legislature any law to 
prohibit the buying and selling of and dealing in 
stocks, but it aid require th at the dealing in stocks 
should be regulated. 
II«* held th at the basis of the 
present prosperity of the 8t:»te was owing to the 
mines. 
Agriculture was rapidly coining to the 
front, and when it was on a sulid basis the agitation 
would be ended. There w as not capital enough in 
the 8iate to conduct the business of the btate w ith­ 
out credit. 
It was impossible t*r reduce everything 
to a cash btsU when the statistics show th a. there 
are only 819, OX),000 of capital left in the State, about 
$6,000,000 having left since the 1st of January. 
Mr. N eu m a n n said the new Constitution had made 
what lie considered a wholesome provision allowing 
the Legislature to regulate the sale of stocks. 
Ha 
was, with Senator Kane, opposed to this entire bill. 
He thought it very crude. 
lie did not think any 
Legislature in any civilized country would punish 
v hat everybody m ust considera venal offense, as a 
felony, by imprisonment. 
It has been \\ t il said by 
b th the friends and opponents of the bill th at the 
entire force of it lies in the fourth section. 
He 
thought th at the bill, coming in this unfinished, 
crude state, came here not to be passed, but to be 
amended and put in proper form. 
He thought Lite 
bill aimed, not at Mr. Flood or any one u u n who 
had made money in the business, but aimed .to de­ 
stroy a business which had done much good, and be 
thought httle evil. 
He thought the gentleman who 
introduced it was not aware of its effects. The 
spirit or speculation is not wrong in itself, it Í3 a 
cropping out of surplus money seeking investment. 
It was like steam p o w er-an excellent thing when 
contioiled, hu t uncontrolled it spread destruction. 
Mining stocks were not the only object of specula­ 
tion. 
Mr. Keene waj said to have bought up wheat 
for speculation, and his action bad perhaps not had 
any apparent effect on 
the 
people at large, 
but 
on 
others 
following 
his 
example 
i! 
had a disastrous effect on the m arket, 
lie was 
free 
to 
confess 
th at 
many 
of 
the 
men 
whom he associated with, and who were his per­ 
sonal friends were engaged in this business, and he 
should be sorry on their account to see this bill 
pafcS. There are countries beyond California—the 
great State uf Nevada, the Territories of Arizona 
and Utah are tributary to us, and their prom inent 
industry is th at oi mining. 
In 1862 the United 
States took its supply of copper from South Amer­ 
ica 
From the war or some other c iuse tins copper 
became an object of speculation. 
People, as soon 
as they found there was money in it, invested largely 
in developing mines. 
He would nsk the members 
of the W orkingmen’s party if th at speculation had 
been injurious to the working population. 
He in- 
btanced the development of borax mines in Nevada. 
People speculated, and those who did not know how 
to work ind reduce it lo*t money. 
Did th at specu­ 
lation injure poor m en? There had been specula­ 
tion in wheat in this State, iron and coal oil in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Speculation in this State had given it an 
impulse, ana made it grow. 
Some men engaged in 
speculation for personal gain, bu t there were others 
who engaged in it with the humane purpose of bene­ 
fiting their fellow men. 
W hen you compare stock- 
apeculation with gambling, it was like all gambling, 
and he defied any Senator to look into his own breast 
and deny that the sin of gambling was in losing at 
the game. Those who have 1 »st have done so for 
waul of proper judgm ent, and not being able to 
m aster a most intricate business. The money which 
is gained in mines, when it exceeds their needs, 
seeks other outlets, and is uted in agriculture and 
other improvements. 
He instanced General Will­ 
iams. The object of this biil was to prevent the in­ 
fatuated gambler from ruining himself. 
Wo had al­ 
ready a bill on our statu:e books by which, when a 
man becomes incapable of managing his own estate, 
ilia w ell-mcating relatives and disinterested friends, 
by process of law, were enabled to restrain him from 
dissipating it. 
But arc we to go so far as to make 
ourselves, 21s legislators, the guardians of the crtates 
and persons of the people? 
J here is a remedy for 
this evil w hich 1» complained of. 
If we will enact 
this bill as it is sent here from the Assembly then 
stocks wil! fall to nothing, and the 810,000,000 now 
used in mining wiH be sent elsewhere, where Legis­ 
latures will not interfere w ith it. There arc many 
villages where all the industries depend 011 the stal­ 
wart miner. 
He had almost come to the belief, af­ 
ter hearing the reasons advanced and the assertions 
made of the outrages committed by the brokers in 
forcing their “ points” upon the people for their 
ruin, th at they were no better than a set cf high­ 
waymen (a wa.VB with the exception of h s friend 
from San Francisco).

Board, which could not refuse them without actual 
knowledge th at tuch was their character. The in­ 
stances 
have been cu n ero u s where such men 
spread reports in order to 
make money, ai d 
when 
thev 
could not effect their object, they 
levied fraudulent assessments, and went bo far as 
to steal the candle-ends and scrap iron of the com­ 
pany. 
Let the trustee who docs not act in good 
faith be treated as a thief, and punished for felony ; 
luit do not come to this Legislature and ask us to 
¡vanish men who have nothing to do with it. 
lie 
would vote for the am endm ents as proposed by the 
committee. 
Any law th at was presented to him 
having for its view the taking a fraudulent advan­ 
tage of anybody, could never have his vote, 
lie 
asked Senator Moreland, 00 a lawyer, to reconcile 
the language of the bill w ith th.* provision of the 
Constitution. 
H ecoold not a t thi9 late hour find 
force enough to express the stupidity, the asinini*y 
of the Gorlev bill. The true intent of the bill was to 
compel the broker who advanced money to hold the 
stock invi<date through all fluctuations, for an un­ 
limited tim e, and then to deliver it on demand. 
In 
looking a t a certain p ir to f the bill, he thought it 
was drawn by a detective, as he found a prov sion 
th at half the penalty of conviction should go to the 
informer. 
He would ask the Senators to weigh 
carefully all these things before casting their votes. 
Hr. West again spoke against the amendment 
aud : gainst the prerent maimer of conducting stock 
spec, rations. 
Mr. S a tt e u w h it e said th at if the pending amend­ 
ments were voted down he would move to amend by 
inserting so th at brokers could not sell stock’s 
“ except in the m anner provided by the Civil Code 
for feliing pledged property.”

Mr. Brunkr said it was not desired to have a 
child taken in for a week, and allow the managers 
to draw pay for a longer period. 
Mr. Fox said he would 11 »t assume that t’re m ana­ 
gers would make false .statements. The State ought 
to pay in proportion to the time a child emains 
there. 
He favored striking out the clause. 
Mr. C ook said this clause was p u t ¡11 in accordance 
with the wishes of many asylums. 
I t was to guard 
against abuses of various kinds. 
Mr. McDadu said ti»e asylum ought to he paid for 
the tim e which they support these poor little waifs, 
it is a gross injustice to compel the asylum s to sup 
port them for a year.

Mr. McIntosh moved to amend so th at brphun 
asylum i having tea iu mates can have State aid. 
Mr. (Mathew's said the reason f r lim iting the 
H um berto tw enty was because there are greater 
chances for abuse. 
A man m ight have ten half­ 
orphans of his own, and it was not designed th at he 
may draw money from the cítate. 
Twenty, he 
thought, was low enough. 
Mr. T yler thought it made no difference to the 
State where these orphans are taker, care of. 
If the 
parties iu the interior choose to (Lake care of tht ir 
own orphans, it don’t cost the State any more. 
He 
could sec no reason for it. 
Mr. H arris said the reason for lim iting the num ­ 
ber to tw enty was (hat it was far cheaper to support 
orphans in the largo institutions than in the ¡-mall 
onus. They are much better cared for in the large 
institutions than is possible in the small ones.

It was to prevent, pro* 
f oie 'language on the stum p, and who need fear 
that ? It was to prevent men from inciting to in­ 
cendian* acts, and who need feir th at? 
It made 
the offense simply punishable as a misdemeanor, 
while under the form er law i; was a felony. 
Mr. L a n k opposed the bill vigorously. 
He de­ 
nounced it as the first step in the programme to 
silence free pp?ech and steal t h e S t a t e in the Presi­ 
dential campaign. 
Pretty soon the w rit of habeas 
corpus wi 1 be biupendeu, and then anarchy will 
prevail. The regular army has already been ordered 
here, and the plot thickens. 
Mr. Fox denied th at this was a blow aimed at ono 
individual. 
Ho wanted to know if ar.y man had 
placed himself so entirely out-ide the pale of the 
law th at every penal law passed m ust be presumed 
to be aimed a t him. 
He wanted the public ¡>eace 
protected- n o t by counter mobs, but hv lawful 
means. The State has run red with blood in times 
past, but there should be no more necessity for mob 
execution. 
Mr. Sinon said the only object of the bill was to 
re-enact the old gag law which Lad been already 
wiped from th i face of the books. 
He read a letter 
from a citizen of San Francisco, showing th at all the 
people wanted was work. 
If they would p u t the 
IK2 pie to work instead of hiring so many police­ 
men, there would be peace and harmony. 
Mr. MAYBELL spoke against the bill. The man, he 
said, at whom it is-airncd is already iu prison, u. der 
law’s already on the statutes. 
TIih would be a good 
law for Russia. 
If such a law had been enforced 
during days of the revolution there would never 
have been u free republic. He believed emphatically 
in free speech and free press. 
Mr. McCarthy also opposed the bill. 
It will 
simply heap fuel upon the fire already blazing, an ! 
help to keep up the agitation and the people in & 
•tato of turm oil and trouble. 
I t is impossible to 
enforce such a law, because it is too severe, and it 
is liable to be abused in eettaiu coses by vindictive 
persons. 
Mr. McDadk said it was simply re enacring the 
infamous gag law, which was so odious to the people 
that it was never in force. 
When the .Senator from

15 IT DOUBLE TAXATION? 


Tho Question of Revenue and tfce Veto 
Folicy. 
TI¡e follow.ng extract is maJe from 3. letter 
to Governor Perkins, on the subject of the 
revenue bill now* before him for signature ; 
Within the past two years < ur State has 
witnessed a peaceable but radical political 
revolution. 
Within that time an agitation 
growing out of radical differences ot views 
concerning questions of political economy 
culminated in the entire overthrow of the old 
organic law of the State, and the substitution 
of a new one in its stead. Within the same 
year iu which by an act of the supreme 
sovereignty this new Government was created 
you were elected the lirtt Chief Magistrate 
under it. The party of which you. becamo 
the exponent gave voluntary assurances to 
the people of this State, that in the dis­ 
charge of the high prerogatives to which you 
would be called you would affirmatively in 
good faith seek to carry into effect the po­ 
litical doctrines embodied in the Constitution 
of this new State Government, and nega­ 
tively that you would not « ek to subvert 
those 
doctrines 
or 
nullify 
the Con- 
stitutlon by tho interposition of Executive 
influence 
or 
veto 
against 
the 
legisla­ 
tion necessary to carry 
it into effect. 
Conspicuous among the theories embodied in 
the new Constitution stands the assertion of 
the right of the State to tax the various forms 
in which property finds expression. 
The 
mandatory provisions which in the most 
lucid and forcible language commands the 
placing of imposts upon 
actual tangible 
property and the representative forms of 
property were not. the result of inadvertence. 
The ti 1:trine established by the Constitution 
is the affirmation cf a well-defined principle 
in the science of political economy which 
has struggled for recognition against its 
opposite theory. The doctrine established is 
a declaration that taxation upon property is 
the tribute which that property owts to the 
State for the protection and security it re­ 
ceives from the State. This protection and 
security confers npon it all the value it pos* 
sccSc3. 
The holder of the representative 
forms of property ia protected iu his right to 
realize upon thtir value, and being protected 
iu that right by the ¡State, the property owes 
tribute to the State for such protection. The 
doctrine embodied ia tbe Constitution simply 
recognizes the existence 
of property in 
stocks, franchises, mortgages and unsecured 
solvent credit*. This imports the duty of 
those forms of property to pay equitable 
tribute to the Government which protects 
them. In brief and conciso expression, the 
new Constitution is the basiB of u Govern­ 
ment possessing the right to enforce the pay­ 
ment of tribute from all valuable rights 
which it creates and protects. A against 
this has stood the doctrine of taxing only 
fixed, tangible, material property to ihe in­ 
dividual in ownership and possession. 
It 
was not an accident of suggestion, nor the 
exuberance of rhetorical finish that dictated 
a sweeping change from the old to the new 
policy. 
it was the deliberate, intelligent* 
purpose of a State to establish a policy which, 
when compared with the old policy supplant­ 
ed by it, sweeps over a field as broad 
as the science of government itaelf. 
The 
question 
before 
the 
people 
of 
the 
btate in 
the campaign 
which 
resulted 
in your election, w as: Will legislation con­ 
form to the new doctrine of taxation ? or will 
the party coming into power seek to reverse 
the act of the sovereignty by temporizing 
legislation, evasive if not wholly subversive 
of,the great doctrine embodied in the Consti­ 
tution ? That question is now before you to 
amwer. 
A bill has passed which, following 
the great theory of the Constitution, taxes 
those eeparate rights of property which grow 
out of the relations of two persona to the 
same tangible thing. These separate relations, 
in the contemplation of the Constitution, are 
distinct and valuable things. 
The relation 
is entered into for the convenience and 
profit of the parties assuming it. 
Kach may 
be owned and disposed of as separate proper­ 
ties without reference to the other; each is 
protected by the Government, and each owes 
tribute for t-ueh protection. The law per­ 
forms an equally valuable function in secur­ 
ing the po-sessor in the right of ownership, 
and enabling the creditor through its forms 
to collect his dues. 
The advocates of this 
theory of taxation held that to tax a solver.t

From this these 
advocates are charged with having borne 
testimony against the power of doubl-3 taxa­ 
tion under the new Constitution. The abor­ 
tion is misleading. 
You m::y held adversely 
to the new Constitution on these great issues, 
but a veto of the measures pussed in puisur.nce 
of that instrument v.ill imt eradicate its doc­ 
trines. If these doctrines are wrong they 
will Btill remain built into the very founda­ 
tions of cur State, a perpetual menace to the 
interests you would seek to protect by 
the interposition of an executive veto.

This 
reliance is not a sufficiently stable foundation 
upon which to build monetary institutions. 
It follows that a veto of the bill before yon, 
however it may serve to delay the application 
of the theories of the new Constitution, w ill 
not work any e r e of their defects, but will 
energize tbe adherents of these theories to 
such renewed political effort as will secure 
the effective trial of the ’theories so recently 
aud so signally indorsed by this common­ 
wealth. Revolutions so sweeping and radi­ 
cal as that which has just culiniuated in the 
adoption of our new Constitution do not ebb 
before they rtach flood tide.

KO TIMS FOR coM Pr.om .E. 


A determined attack has been made 
upon Wells, Fargo ft Co.’s express by the 
4’ostal Department, a Commission having 
reported that the company, by carrying 
letters, enters into serious competition 
w ith the U nited States mails, anti dimin­ 
ishes the revenue cf the department. The 
representations of the Commission are by 
no means faithful or exact. 
The tru th is 
th at the express company lias supplied 
public wants which the Government did 
not supply; th at it has afforded the public 
a measure of security which the Govern­ 
m ent did not afford ; that it has actually 
increased the revenues of the Postal De­ 
partm ent by establishing an active mail 
service with a m ultitude of points wholly 
neglected by the Government. 
I t is a 
ground of complaint with the Commission 
th a t the express company have a letter 
service “ which they endeavor by every 
“ means in their power to render more 
“ efficient than the regular service,” and 
which has consequently “ become a for- 
“ midable competitor with the Govern- 
“ m ent for public patronage.” This is 
not a complaint in which the 
public 
can sympathize, nor can it be regarded as 
furnishing any ground for the abolition of 
the express letter service. 
The letter has 
rendered to the people of the Pacific coast 
most invaluable service, and they are not 
in favor of such action as is proposed. 
The express company has been from the 
pioneer times until now the only means of 
communication available by hundreds of 
mining camps and frontier settlements. 
To abolish its letter service even now 
would deprive a large number of such 
places of all mail facilities. 
For it is em­ 
phatically not true, as the Commission 
.assert, th at “ the Festoffioe has extended 
“ its routes to every hamlet in that (this) 
“ region.” It has done nothing of the kind. 
There is stiil a very large and im portant 
portion of the mail service attended to solely 
by Wells, Fargo & Co. 
But even if this 
were 
not 
so 
the 
demand 
for 
the 
abolition of the letter service would bo 
unjustifiable, for as regards the im portant 
question of safe transmission, the Govern­ 
m ent cannot pretend to compete v. th the 
company. 
Before such a pro; .wi m i can 
be nude with any pretense o; justice, it 
m ust he demonstrated th at the Govern­ 
m ent is both ready and able to take up 
and carry on the work hitherto, done by 
the express company. 
That this is not 
likely to he the case for some time has 
been shown recently through the scandals 
growing out of the “ star " route business. 
The abolition of W ells-Fargo’s letter-carry­ 
ing of course would involve a large exten­ 
sion of “ s ta r” routes, and we are satisfied 
th at the country wants no more of those 
kind of contracta than are unavoidable. 
The express company have organized a 
magnificent, extensive and splendidly effic­ 
ient service, which is and has been of the 
greatest possible utility to the people of 
the 
Pacific coast. 
They 
have made 
the most liberal expenditures in order to 
accommodate the public. 
They undertook 
this work years befcre the Government 
thought of bestowing upon us more than 
th e most slovenly and inadequate service. 
They carry mails to-day on scores of routes 
where there is no postal service. 
The su­ 
perior efficiency of their service is every­ 
where recognized. 
They do not, however, 
rob the revenues of the departm ent. They 
make new business, which simply would 
not exist if the departm ent had the mo­ 
nopoly it demands. 
As regards the legal 
aspects of the m atter we do not propose to 
say anything now, but there can be no 
doubt whatever th at the suppression of 
th e express letter carriage on this coast 
would he a most serious injttry to the pub­ 
lic, and that it cculd not be compensated 
by the postal department. 
W e trust that 
Congress will proceed with the utmost 
caution upon this business. 


The announcement th at the G'it-zens’ 
Protective Ui.ioa at San Francisco had 
beea induced to hold a “ couferenee” with 
Kallcch and Kearney, with a view to 
“ compromising” the existing difficulties, 
was received by all thoughtful observers 
with profound astonishment, and equally 
profound disappointment and disgust. 
It 
would seem from this th at the popular 
understanding of the purposes of the re­ 
cent organization of citizens in San Fran­ 
cisco must have been altogether erroneous, 
and th at the press throughout the country 
was misled into giving it credit for a firm­ 
ness and spirit to which it has no title. 
For it is very certain th a t the situation is 
one in which no basis for “ compromise” 
or “ conciliation” exists. 
Sau Francisco 
has for three years been disgraced and 
damaged by the brutality and turbulence 
of a gang of foul-mouthed miscreants who 
have outraged every requireaient of civil­ 
ized agitation ; who have counseled murder 
and arson and pillage ; who have poisoned 
the ears of the public w ith the language of 
the 3tew s; who have paralyzed busi­ 
ness, caused the depreciation of real es­ 
tate, driven out capital, disturbed and 
unsettled everything, and done their ut­ 
most to bring about a social w ar/ They 
have pandered to the communistic heresies 
of every lazy loafer w ho'abuses the pros­ 
perous because his own whisky-muddled 
brain and pithless arris are impotent to 
raise him above the dead level of hopeless 
incapacity. They have organized the ignor­ 
ance, the alien hatred of ail governmental 
restraint, the lurking hostility of the in­ 
competent against the competent. 
They 
have marshaled these elements of anarchy, 
and have led them against civilization. 
They have by these proceedings brought 
the community to the brink of ruin, and at 
thi3 stage, when at last the representa­ 
tives of order aud progress and law seemed 
to have exhausted their patience, and to 
have resolved upon the rescue, and vindi­ 
cation of outraged society, we are told that 
a “ conference” has been arranged be­ 
tween the demagogues and ruffian leaders 
of the anarchic mob, and th at steps are 
being taken to effect a “ compromise.” W e 
are amazed and ashamed at this puling 
outcome of so resolute a beginning, and we 
see iu it the effects of counsels which 
threaten to be fatal to the cause of order. 
For this is no time for compromise or con­ 
ciliation. 
I t is the outraged people alone 
who have any right to make the terms, and 
the villainous disturbers of the public 
peace ought to think themselves well off if 
they escape with their worthless lives. 
Tiie crisis which has been reached is not 
to be met by seniie tim idity and shuffling 
concessions. 
There is only one kind of 
language suitable for the expression of the 
public determination. 
We thought there 
was some indication of the right spirit in 
the initial declaration of the Citizens’ Pro­ 
tective Union, but it seems th at this was 
merely a flash in the pan, and that nothing 
earnest was really intended. 


W e tru st even now th at the reports of 
the compromise w ith Kearney, Kalloch, 
el al., have been exaggerated, aud th at so 
fatal a policy as th at pointed at by the 
Buiklln and Cull will not be adopted. 
It 
would indeed he a “ sorrow’s crown of 
sorrows ” if San Francisco should cap the: 
climax of her past pusillanimity by under­ 
taking to treat these men as thdugh they 
were foreign powers, w ith whom solemn 
leagues and covenants might properly be 
ratified. 
No more scathing commentary 
upon such a line of action could be found 
than consists in Judge Ilix’s sentence upon 
Kearney yesterday, and we trust that it 
came iu time to restore some moral courage 
to those degenerate representatives of a 
once gallant and self-reliont community, 
who have shown so fatuous an inclina­ 
tion to 
palter with their trust. 
For 
no true friend of San Francisco will counsel 
compromise now. 
The city has reached 
a point at which she m ust once and for 
ail settle the question of her future govern­ 
ment, and must determine whether it shall 
he conducted in accordance w ith American 
doctrines and principles, or be handed over 
to the howling mob th at form the con­ 
stituency of Kearney aud Kalloch. The city 
can afford to make no concessions whatever 
to the ruffianly element. 
On the contrary, 
that element m ust be made to keep its 
place, 
its leadet-3 must be told th at they 
will no longer be perm itted to organize 
anarchy 
aud 
sedition, 
and 
th at if 
they 
pex-sist 
in 
th at 
bad 
business 
they 
will 
be 
hanged. 
If 
th at is 
not w hat the Citizens’ Protective Union 
meant in its proclamation, then the organ­ 
ization was a farce. 
If it was not pre­ 
pared to go to whatever lengths the safety 
of the community rendered necessary, 
then its projectors would have done more 
wisely to remain iu their offices and stores, 
and submit quietly to the brutal aud law­ 
less proceedings of the Kearneyites. 
And 
it now they are going to “ compromise” 
the m atter with the public enemies, it will 
have to be recorded th at the victory in 
this struggle remained at last w ith Kear­ 
ney and Kalloch, and that the leading citi­ 
zens of San Francisco only bestirred them­ 
selves enough to make it conspicuously ap­ 
parent th at their capacity for self-govern­ 
ment was a thing of the past. 


NO GROUNDS FOR A VETO. 


It Í3 being alleged by some of those who 
think the Governor ought to veto the rev­ 
enue bill, th at it goes further than the 
Constitution, and that therefore he would 
be justified in refusing to sign it. Thus the 
Bulletin says “ the clause in the bill mak- 
“ ing it imperative to tax the deposits of 
“ savings banks is a species of double tax- 
“ ation not even required by the C’onstitu- 
“ tion.” This language of our contempo­ 
rary almost justifies a suspicion th at it has 
failed to study w ith sufficient care either 
the bill or the Constitution. 
The asser­ 
tion that the Constitution does not require 
the kind of double taxation here referred 
to is wholly w ithout warrant. 
Tire defini­ 
tion of property contained in the Constitu­ 
tion unquestionably includes all certificates 
and representatives of property whatever, 
and therefore it calls for the most sweep­ 
ing and exhaustive multiform taxation. 
The friends of 
the Constitution have 
steadily denied th at it prescribed double 
taxation, 
bu t no one 
of 
them has 
ever 
denied 
th at 
it 
required 
the 
taxation of all representatives of prop­ 
erty, as well as the property represented. 
They adm it th at this is in the Constitu­ 
tion, but they contend th at it does not 
constitute double taxation. 
The conten­ 
tion is of course a quibble about the name 
of the proceeding, and it is nothing more. 
But whatever it is called, w hether double 
taxation, or single taxation repeated, or 
w hatever name sophists may 'apply, the 
thing itself is there, imbedded deep in the 
heart of the Organic law, and no exercise 
of the veto power can eliminate it. 
The 
new revenue bill follows the Constitution, 
and does not go beyond it, for the simple 
but sufficient reason th at it would be im­ 
possible to do so. 
To w hat useful end, 
then, would Governor Perkins exercise 
the veto power ? The evil against which 


he is implored 
to 
lift up 
his band 
is not w ithin 
itis 
reach. 
If, as is 
asserted, the new revenue bill, following 
the Constitution a3 it does, threatens the 
interests of saving3 banks, the situation 
cannot be amended by vetoing this bill. 
So long as the new Constitution endures 
th at menace will bang over savings insti- 
tutirns. 
A t every Legislature the same 
danger will recur, and other Executives 
may sign such bilis. 
The mere apprehen­ 
sion of this must prove fatal to the stability 
of the menaced institutions. 
Monetary 
organization proves impracticable under 
such conditions. 
But the evil is already 
beyond remedy, because it is Lxecl in the 
organic law, aud therefore nothing can be 
gained by an attem pt to evade it. 
There 
is no feature in the revenue bill upon 
which a veto conld be grounded which 
would not involve contravention of the 
Constitution. 
And because this is so we 
are of opinion th at Governor Perkins lias 
no w arrant for withholding his siguature 
from the bill. 


A POINT WELL TAKE tf. 


A correspondent elsewhere makes a very 
strong showing in favor of a change in the 
apportionm ent of the school fund. 
He 
alleges th at tinder the old system (which is 
continued by tiie new bill), the apportion­ 
m ent oí school meney in the various dis­ 
tricts lias been regulated by the school 
census, and th at this is an untrustw orthy 
guide, because it may, and often does, 
give the names of many children who 
never attend school. 
I t thus happens 
th at districts where Spanish Catholics 
predominate may secure relatively large 
appropriations, though in fact the num­ 
ber of children receiving instruction is 
very sm all; while districts 
containing 
a small number of American children, 
who all go to school, receive far less 
than they could find usea for. 
Clearly this 
is a state of tilings which ought not to ex­ 
ist any longer, and it woiild be very unde­ 
sirable that the new system should perpetu­ 
ate any such unsatisfactory arrangement. 
The school census is pot a reliable standard 
of apportionment. 
I t ought to be ascer­ 
tained how many children in a district ac­ 
tually attend school. 
Our correspondent 
suggests a mode of distributing the pro 
rata fund which may meet the require­ 
ments of the case, and which is certainly 
an improvement on the old method. 
W e 
would call the attention of the Superin­ 
tendent of Public In stru cto r to this m at­ 
ter particularly, and commend it also to 
the Legislature. 


KEARNEY'S SENTENCE. 


Judge Rix has deserved well of the com­ 
munity. 
His sentence upon Kearney yes­ 
terday was the first indication of genuine 
moral stamina we have recognized in San 
Francisco for a long time. 
It is just and 
proper th at iu such a case the full penalty 
permissible under the law should be in­ 
flicted. 
It is only by such stern and un­ 
flinching administration of the law that 
the prevalent ruffianism can be met. 
Of 
course Kearney will appeal his case to a 
higher Court, and itis impossible to foresee 
what disposition of it will finally be made, 
but it is refreshing to find th at Judge Rix 
at least is not tainted w ith any “ compro- 
“ m ise” tendencies, and th at lie knows 
how to deal with a rogue when he has one 
before him. 
And it is time th a t the pub­ 
lic conscience, dulled and hardened by 
three years endurance of incendiary lan­ 
guage, should be stim ulated by such a 
sentence to a fresh appreciation of the real 
extent of the offense of which Kearney has 
been habitually guilty. 
The well-meaning 
old women who have been pottering about 
trying to effect a “ reconciliation” be­ 
tween the communists and incendiaries 
and the people whose lives and property 
they have menaced, must have felt a qualm 
when they found how sharp a contrast ex­ 
isted between their own craven and futile 
experiments and the manly thoroughness 
of this faithful .Judge. 


SHALL THE WRONG CONTINUE? 


Ens. R ecord-Union : There is one gross 
wrong in the present school law. 
I t is in the 
apportionment of the “ prorata ” fund by 
County Superintendents. The present law 
is that after each district has received its 5500 
or §300, as the case may be, for each teacher 
employed, all surplus funds 6hall be ap­ 
portioned among districts according to the 
number of census children, regardless of their 
school attendance. 
W hat is the result? 
Those 
interested 
in 
schools are 
more 
anxious 
to 
show 
a 
large 
census- 
roll 
than a large, 
well-kept 
or 
suc­ 
cessful 
school. 
Change 
the 
law 
of 
apportionment so as to apportion surplus 
moneys in excess of the usual sum to each 
district, or each teacher employed, so that 
the pío rata shall be giveu to .-cell schools 
only as shall have an average daily attend­ 
ance in excess of twenty-five pupils for each 
teacher, aud let each fund be apportioned 
pro rata on .that excess of attendance, and 
you will at one: enlist every parent who has 
any regard for the education of his own chil­ 
dren, for the keeping up of a fund to carry on 
a school for a time, and in a manner to be of 
tiie greatest benefit to ail the children iu 
tiie community, and to enlist efforts of 
all 
such 
to keep 
up 
school 
attend­ 
ance. As it is now, no such incentive is 
offered by the school law ; a big census roll 
secures the ‘desired funde, and that is the 
main tiling sought. One of the best school 
Trustees in our county said a few days ago : 
“ I don’t care how many children stay away 
from school, so that we only just have their 
names on the census roil.” That sentiment 
is dominant under the present law, even 
amotig teachers and school officers. Another 
evil is, that s une districts are made up 
largely 
of 
Spanish 
Catholic 
children 
who will not attend the public school, 
and we have 
hundreds of 
such school 
districts in our State. Such districts draw 
very large funds for the support of very small 
schools, while other districts among dense set­ 
tlements of Easteru people draw but a small 
fund for a very large school. 
As a case in 
point, a large Spani-’u district in our valley 
draws yearly about 552,000, and lias an average 
daily attendance of only eight pupils in its 
school. 
My own district here dra ws less than 
5ti00, and has an average school attendance 
of over fifty pupil», with every grade repre­ 
sented, from A B C’s to geometry, and cor­ 
responding branches in literature and science. 
Shall this wrong be perpetuated in the new 
school law ?

The U nited litases M inister to Ch na. 
¡Special to the Uecord-Uniox.I 
\V ASHIXUTON, March 16:h.—After afford­ 
ing Minister Seward ampio opportunity to 
re lire from the diplomatic service vouutiu ily, 
and, as stated in these dispatches several 
times during the past few months, lias been 
confidently expected, tire President has em­ 
phatically requested his resignation as Minis'- 
ter to China, and there is perfectly reliable au­ 
thority for stating, in addition to bis views, 
that if the resignation be not forthcoming 
very soon Mr. Seward will be removed. 
The selection of Reward’s successor is not 
yet made, and it seems likely to be a trouble­ 
some question for Secretary Evarts and Pres­ 
ident Hayes to determine. 
They would, 
under ordinary circumstances, be quite will­ 
ing to appoint John F. Swift, in compliance 
with the recommendation of the California 
delegation, and iu accordance with the almost 
uniform custom of giving this appointment 
to a Pacific coast man, but they are wholly 
unwilling to brave the Eastern sentiment by 
intrusting the conduct of the negotiations on 
ths Chinese emigration question to a Cali- 
forciau exclusively, whose views upon tiie 
subject are known to be at variance with the 
prevalent Eastern opinions and prejudices, 
both of n commercial and so-called humani­ 
tarian nature. This embarrassment has given 
rise to some talk of asking Congress lor au­ 
thority aud an appropriation to send out some 
sort of a Commission to negotiate with the 
Chinese Government for a modification of 
the 
Burlingame 
treaty, our 
new. Min­ 
ister, Swift, for instance, to be one member 
of the Commission, and some Eastern man 
to he the other. 
This anomalous suggestion 
may perhaps be qualified so as to provide for 
detailing some one already employed in the 
diplomatic service elsewhere to accompany 
the obnoxiously anti-Chinese Californian to 
Pekin and serve as a balance wheel to him, 
but as yet the whole subject lias not passed 
beyond the domain of inchoate suggestion 
and tiinid speculation. 
Two Long T e n d in g M u llers disposed of. 
W a s h in g to n , March 16th.—The House 
Committee on Foreign Affaiis have disposed 
of two long pending matters, one being 
known as the “ Chinese indemnity fund.” 
Representative Wilson was authorized to re­ 
port to the House for passage iiis bill, which 
provides that the “ Chinese indemnity fund,” 
uow under control of tbo Secretary of State, 
be paid over to the Government of China, 
except that a sum shall be retained sufficient, 
in the opinion of the Executive, to pay the 
amounts which may be awarded by the Court 
of Claims to owners of the bark Caldera, and 
such further sum as may be necessary to in­ 
demnify the owners of the ship Forest Belle 
for the plunder and destruction of taid ship. 
Representative Cox war also instructed to 
report his bill to the House with a favorable 
recmntnendáti n. 
The bill directs the Presi­ 
dent to pay to the Government of Japan 
8785,000 in gold coin, now under c-ntroi of 
the State Department, with interest. The 
bill further directs the President, from the 
increase and accrued interest upon said 
Japanese fund, to pay to the officers and crew 
of the United States ship Wyoming §125,­ 
000, tor their meritorious services iu the 
destruction of hostile vessels in the straits of 
Bberuonoseki 
in July, 1863, and to the 
officers and crew of the steamer Takeang for 
similar services during September, 1864. The 
President it directed, after the payment i f 
the sums thus authorized, to cause the 
amount remaining of said fund to fie con­ 
verted into the i’rueasury of the United 
States. 
The committee also agreed to report favor­ 
ably to the House of Representative Neal's 
bill, 
which provides that 
any 
person, 
originally a citizen of ihe United State», who 
has been naturalized a British subject, may 
fie restored to citizenship in the United 
States by publicly subscribing to a declara­ 
tion of renunciation of his British naturaliza­ 
tion before any Court authorized by law to 
admit aliens to naturalization. 
The In v asio n o f lire Tic In iiiu n Ilcscr- 
vuiion. 
W a s h in g to n , March 16th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior to-day received a telegram 
from the Los Pinos Agency, dated March 
14th, stating that a number of parties had 
already started placer claims and taken up 
ranches on the Ute reservation, and others 
were preparing to follow. 
The telegram 
says : “The next two weeks will see the reser­ 
vation swarming with trespasser?, and a con­ 
flict is inevitable.” 
The Agent concludes 
with a request that troops be ordered to the 
reservation, for the purpose of protecting the 
Utes. This matter was ‘the subject of con­ 
sideration at tiie meeting of the Cabinet to­ 
day, and lafi r Secretary Schurz had a con- 
fereuce. <>u the subject with Ouray and the 
Lite chiefs uow here awaiting the action of 
Congress on their agreement with the Gov­ 
ernment as to ceding thtir reservation. 
It 
was decided at this conference that in order 
to influence their nation against hostilities 
the Ute chiefs should leave at once for Colo­ 
rado. 
This afternoon tiie following order 
was issued:

W ashington, March 16, 18S0. I 
It having been brought to the atieution of the 
Interior Department that persons arc now entering 
the Ute reservation, in the State of Color-do, for 
the purpose of locating ranches and mineral claim», 
notice is hereby given that sueh locations and claims 
will not he recognized by the Interior Department, 
as the lands embodied within said reservation are 
not now public lands of the i nited states, and no 
location made thereon can or will ho recognized as 
legal, except those made after the lands shall have 
been regularly restored to the public domain. 
C. 8C11CKZ, ¡Secretary. 
The Secretary has also addressed a com­ 
munication t,o the Indian Committees of the 
Senate and House of Representatives, in­ 
forming them of the threatened difficulty, 
and urging prompt action upon the pemimg 
agreement. 
It is said at the W ar Depart­ 
ment that troops are now stationed at con­ 
venient points near the reservation, and if it 
ras deemed necessary can be readily called into 
service to keep off invaders and preserve the 
peace.

Chicago, March 16tb.—In the speeches 
last night at the Socialist Anti-Chinese meet 
ing, Kearney was lauded to the skies by some 
of the speakers. A. B. Adair declared that 
the Chinese question would be one of the 
paramount issues of the coming year, and 
there was no half-way about it. The Chinese 
must go. That would be the effect. 
It had 
been demonstrated in San Francisco that 
white mea could not live on what Chinamen 
could; that a white laborer had no show 
alongside of a Chinese laborer. Therefore, 
either the woikingmen of Chicago or the 
Chinamen must go. The working classes of 
this country had built it up, and made it 
what it was. 
Should they be driven out by 
a mongrel race that was hardly fit to live uu- 
derthesun at ail? [Applause.] The Chi­ 
nese would soon be here in force if the work­ 
ingmen didn’t say emphatically that they 
should not come. I hey must take a firm 
stand,

[Cheers. | They did not want to retard the 
business of Chicago, to bring the wheels of 
industry to a stand-still, as they had been 
brought in Sau Francisco—but before Chi­ 
nese" coolie labor should conse here they 
would 6top the wheels of industry from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. 
[Cheers.] 
They 
want to live and let live. He did not oppose 
Chinese immigration to this country, but 
they could come as other foreigners come, 
seekiag a livelihood as freemen. [Applause.] 
The resolutions say that well founded reports 
indicate that the San Francisco “Six Com- 
nanies,” a® a [i,atter of expediency, are dis­ 
tributing their “ Chinatown” peous among 
the large Eastern cities, particularly Chicago, 
St. Louis and New York, and that this class 
of slaves, bound by law, caste, ignorance, 
ureiuJice and superstition to their master», 
will be welcomed by Southern planters;

Declina of American Trail;- n illi China. 
New Yoke, March 16c.ii.—A Shanghai cor­ 
respond, ut of the London Timm writes, re­ 
viewing the China market and the prospects 
or trade. 
He says: Except in a season of 
abnormal depression in America, it is un­ 
likely tnat the United Stater will be for 
many a long day a serious competitor with 
Engiand in Asiatic or any other foreign mar­ 
ket. 
The carrying trade of China tends to 
pass more and more into English hands, and 
in the immediate future it i» likely that the 
whole id tiie river navigation along the 
Yangtse, between Shanghai and other points, 
will pass under the British flag. The Clyde- 
built iron river steamers, which replaced the 
old American wooden ones, have proved dur­ 
ing the last few years a great success. From 
the coasting as well as river carrying trade of 
Chinn, the American flag lias departed, the 
only American steamers left being two or 
three n.en-of-war that are too unsenwortiiy to 
sail koine. Tiie German interest, both on 
shore and at sea, steadily declines, ami we 
English are left to share tiie trade, a most 
profitable one at times, with the Chinese. So 
far as regards China, there is no lack of 
energy or enterprise among our merchants.

witness did not fear her. The doctor alwavs 
came when sent for. 
Dr. Laine said there were thirty or forty 
wituesses anxious to testify, and he averred 
he had not asked one to do so. He thought 
no case had been made out against him to ne­ 
cessitate calling witnesses. 
Supervisor Bauer asked the doctor to testify 
himself as to the old man’s treatm ent 
Supervisor Bailey moved to adjourn to 
have other witnesses brought. 
Dr. Laine said if the system at the hos­ 
pital is inhuman the oniy place to take the 
testimony is at the bedside of the patients, 
who can come to the city only on stretchers. 
Attendants at the hospital also cannot leave 
it alone. 
President Wilson said a hospital investi­ 
gation had been entered on, and he wanted to 
go clear through to the bottom of it. 
J . N. Larkin said it was not charged that 
all patients were treated inhumanly at the 
hospital. 
Supervisor Christy wanted all citizens to 
come up and state any cases of improper 
treatment at the hospital. Citizens ought to 


come to the B iard and lay charges, and not 
go to the newspapers first.

A t this point, 4:15 p. m., after an auimatcd 
debate, the Board adjourned, to meet at the 
hospital at 10 A. if. to-day.

T he fifteen sm all squares having been 
p u t in tb e fram e in any order, calculated or 
i-iaanee, th e puzzle is to arrange them iu four 
horizontal lines, the to p three to be full ones 
of four squares each ; the bottom one, of the 
three rem aining sq u a re s; all th e squares, 
com m encing a t th e upper left-hand corner, to 
be in nuuaerative seq u en ce; such arrange­ 
m ent to be effected by m oving into th e one 
sm all vacancy which w ould have been occu­ 
pied by a sixteenth square (and th e location of 
which vacancy is of course chauged by each 
move), one of such sm all squares only as 
shall ab u t on such vacancy.

Judge this morning sentenced Denis Kearney 
to six months’ imprisonment in the House of 
Correction gnd to pay a fine of §1,000. The 
magnitude of the sentence was a surprise to 
Kearney, who had expected to get off with a 
nominal punishment. 
It is probable that he 
will take the casje to the Supreme Court cn 
habeas corpus. 
fSECOND DISPATCH.] 
San F ra n c isc o , March 10th.—In passing 
sentence on Kearney, the Judge said it was 
cot his duty to punish the prisoner for sim­ 
ilar offenses in the past, but to confine him­ 
self strictly to a consideration of the present 
case. He would pass judgment without prej­ 
udice, feeling or vindictiveness, hut the sen­ 
tence imposed would indicate his estimate of 
the gravity of the offense. 
He then passed 
sentence as before stated. 
Kearney received 
his sentence in silence, but his features ex­ 
pressed the utmost surprise and indignation, 
lie had previously stated that he expected to 
get off with a fine of §20 or thereabouts, and 
after leaving the Court-room he freely ex­ 
pressed his anger and chagrin, denouncing 
the i>enalty as outrageous, and declaring he 
would beat it. Probably in expectation of a 
nominal sentence, his counsel had neglected 
to demand a jury trial, and having no re­ 
course in that direction, at once filed an ap­ 
peal to the Superior Court, furnishing bonds 
in the sum of §3,000. 
On the street many 
expressions of gratification at Judge Kix’s ac­ 
tion are heard on all sides. 
(THIRD DISPATCH.1 
San F ra n c isc o , March 10th.—N o further 
information Iras come to light regarding the 
proposed arrangement between the Citizens’ 
Protective Union and the Workingmen, men­ 
tioned in last night’s dispatches. I t is under­ 
stood that some further consideration of the 
question has taken place, but it is difficult to 
obtain any information concerning it, though 
further developments may be looked for at 
an early date. 
The sentence imposed upon Kearney has 
been the general topic of conversation on the 
street during the day. 
While the genera! ex­ 
pression is thatof gratification, some doubt is 
entertained as to whether Judge Ivix may not 
have overshot the mark by imposing the ex­ 
treme penalty of the law. Kearney, how­ 
ever. lost his best chance by neglecting to de­ 
mand a jury trial, which he did in anticipa­ 
tion of a nominal sentence. 
The city was never moro quiet than for the 
last few' days, although it is evident that 
there is an undercurrent.of feeling that may 
manifest itself at any time. There are num­ 
berless rumors afloat regarding the intentions 
of the Citizens’ Union and Workingmen, but 
as far as can be learned the latter are anx­ 
ious to avoid any extreme measures, and if 
the Union have any aggressive movement in 
contemplation they keep their plans to them­ 
selves. 
A t a meeting of the Board of Health this 
evening questions were discussed in connec­ 
tion with the proposed reforms in Chinatown. 
The Chief of Police had notified the Boaid 
that with the present limited jail accommo­ 
dations any attempt nt a strict enforcement 
of the penalty for a violation of the cubic-air 
ordinance would be simply inhuman, as in 
the present state of the city prisons the in­ 
flux of a lot of Chinese would result in a 
fearful overcrowding. 
The Board addressed 
a request to the Board of Supervisors for 
some extension of prison accommodations to 
meet the exigency that will arise as soon a3 
the work of condemnation is begun.

Shooting A dair near Merced. 
M ehcei>, March lGth.—A serious and per­ 
haps fatal shooting affair took place this 
morning about 7 o’clock at the ranch of Sid­ 
ney Payne, about eight or nine miles west of 
this place, in which Frank Hammond, a 
farmer, and an old resident of this county, 
received a charge of small shot in the back of 
the head and neck. The shooting was done 
by a boy named Tucker, about 1G or 17 years 
old. 
Hammond went the house of Payne, 
called the 
boy out, and 
abused 
him 
badly by 
slapping 
his 
face, kicking 
him and calling him bad names. The boy 
got away from his assailant and ran into the 
house where the guns were stored—Payne 
being a professional hunter. He picked up a 
loaded shotgun and fired, with the result 
above stated. Immediately after the shoot­ 
ing the boy Tucker mounted a horse and 
rode off at full speed, and Payne also 
mounted a horse and came to town for a doc­ 
tor, and to notify the relatives and friends of 
the wounded man. A physician went im­ 
mediately to the scene of trouble, and soon 
after a Sheriff’s officer also -vent to arrest the 
boy. 
It has been reported for some lime 
past that Hammond had become exceedingly 
troublesome among his neighbors, and abus­ 
ive to his family, and many looked upon him 
as a dangerous man, beiug Bometimes ap­ 
parently demented. 
(SECOND DISPATCH.] 
M erced, March lGth.—In the report sent 
to-day of the shooting of Frank A. Ham­ 
mond, there were several errors. Hammond 
attacked the boy, James Tucker, with a 
blacksnake whip, while the latter was in bed, 
breaking the fastenings of the door to get 
into the room. Several heavy blows were 
struck with the whip, the boy at the same 
time begging and pleading innocence of what 
he was accused. Hammond finally ceased to 
beat the boy and went out into the yard, 
threatening to take the boy away, and the 
latter agreeing to go with him. 
Haumioud 
again approached the door and pushed it 
open, when the shot was fired from a double­ 
barreled gun, the charge entering the cheek 
and jaw, carrying away the teeth, part of the 
tongue and the end of the nose. 
Tucker 
came into town about one o’clock P. M. and 
gave himself up to the Sheriff. The physi 
cian who atteuded the wounded man returned 
to town two or three hours later, and reports 
the case desperate, if not hopeless. 
Tucker 
is in jail, awaiting the result of the wound.
